A simple method of treating
used motor oil so that it will be
a better lubricant than it was
when originally placed in the motor
has been worked out at the Uni-
versity of Southern California.

According to the TTniversity
chemists, the claim that the re-
generated crankcase oil ig superior
to the original product is supported
by government and industrial ex-
perts, but so strong is the popular
prejudice against @ lubricant re-
covered from waste barrels in
garages that the commercial possi-
bilities for the use of it so far are
limited.

Sulphuric acid is used first to draw
off foreign substances, and filter-
ing, steaming, neutralizing and
bleaching follow, until the result
is a product more free from gum-
forming elements than the original
oil. Nothing has been added, no
chemical change has taken place,
but many impurities have becn re-
moved and a purer lubricatory
residuum remains. The process is
comparatively cheap.

Among the vossibilities predicted
for the near future are motors
which will regenerate the oil auto-
matically, making a change of. oil
necessary only every ten thousand
miles or more, and only then to re-
move impurities.
